SENATOR CANTWELL.—AS: 
in a note attached to the Sena pro- 
ceedings, Mr. Cantwell reque us 
to state that we did him injustice in 
him as saying on hurs- 

ay that “he joined the Republican 
party because of the Reconstraction 
Acts,” he claiming that he. said 
he joined it “because of the 
magnanimity displayed towel the 
South by the Federal power after the 
close of the late war.’”? We give the 
gentleman the benefit of his,,state- 
ment, but beg leave to inforta him 
that his language was in substance as 
we'quoted it, he saying “‘he the 
Republican party because the 
magnanmity displayed in the Mecon- 
struction Acts.’”’ This language Mr. 
French charged upon Mr. Cantwell 
at the time,and we fail to see any ma- 
terial difference between that agd our 


quotations. 

Apropos of this, we copy the fol- 
lowing special dispatch to the Wil- 
mington Journal from this city, un- 
der date of © the 
bill to amend the City of Wilming- 
ton: 

‘The City bill passed its final read- 
ing in the Senate this morning, by a 
party vote. 

Mr. Kerr opened the debate. Cant- 
well ranted long, referring to the 
time when, as City Court Judge, he 
fined Mr. Jno. L. Holmes, a member 
of the bar, for calling the negro wit- 
ness Howe by the first name, An- 
thony. Cantwell said he would have 
exhausted the power of City, State 
and Federal Government to enforce 
his orders; that he had actually made 
arrangements with the commander 
of the Revenue Cutter then in port 
to enforce these orders. 

Cantwell said the passage of the 
City bill would justify Federal inter- 
ference; that its passage would make 
the rivers of Carolina run with 
blood ! 

Mr. French concluded the debate 
in a splendid speech. Cantwell’s 
overthrow was complete. Mr. 
French's speech was a crusher.”’ 


LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY.—The ses- 
sion of the House yesterday was oc- 
cupied in discussing the resolution of 
Mr. Norment, instructing our Repre- 
sentatives in Congress to secure the 
passage of a law to fix a uniform rate 
of interest, The resolution was vehe- 
mently opposed in able and lengthy 
speeches by Messrs. Means, Moring, 
Pinnix and Oaksmith, and warmly 
advocated by Messrs. Staples, Nor- 
ment and Mebane. The positions 
taken by these gentlemen are stated 
in our House ruere Messrs. McRae, 
Gudger, Boyd, Patton, ed and 
Tate, also took part in the discussion, 

Also, a lengthy discussion occurred 
on the bill in favor of the contractors 
of the Marion and Asheville turn- 

ike, the provisions of Which appear 
n our House report. Mr. Irwin, the 
introducer of the bill, at some length 
advocated the same and was ably sup- 
rted by Messrs. Gudger and Trivett. 
he tone of the argument advanced 
by these gentlemen was that it was 
an honest debt, due individuals for 
work performed in accordance with 
an existing contract made by the 
State. Mr. Moring opposed the bill, 
claiming in his argument that the 
State had paid 50c. on the dollar of 
this, a part of her public debt, and 
this class of creditors should not have 
rights over others. Pending the dis- 
cussion the House adjourned. 

In the Senate yesterday Mr. Bell’s 
bill to reclaim certain swamp lands 
in New Hanover and adjoining coun- 
ties was discussed at some length, 
and finally rererred to the Judiciary 
Committee. 

The Usury biil was taken up and 
discussion commenced upon it by 
Mr. Marler. Pending the considera- 
tion of the bill, the House adjourned.

r. Linney opposed the bill. He 
thought it would be a bad trade for 
the State. These lands when opened 
up were of immense value, the tim-

giving away so much of the State’s 
popes without an adequate return. 

r. Morehead said the object of the 
bill was good. The land in its present 
condition was worthless, and he 
thought its reclamation would be a 
clear n to the State the 
School Fund. This bill would ac- 
complish more good to the State than 
anything else the Legislature could 
enact other than to calla Convention 
— change our miserable Constitu- 

ion. 

Mr. Bell advocated the bill. He 
wanted the Senate to consider the 
bill as its magnitude demanded. He 
desired the State’s interest thorough- 
ly guarded. This bill was of great 
importance to the State—it sought to 
put into her School Fund property 
of immense value; our educational 
system was ina most lamentable con- 

ition, and our public schools were 
only a farce, and this for the want of 
means. This bill would furnish the 
means needed and would thus be pro- 
ductive of incalculable good. he 
citizens living on the side of these 
swamps are willing toenter into the 
same character of contraet for the re- 
clamation of their lands, and he did 
not think that this was asking too 
much of the State. 

Mr. French wanted the bill refer- 
red tothe Judiciary Committee in 
order that it may be thoroughly ex- 
amined into. . 

Mr. Kerr had no objection to this 
reference, although there was no 
question of law in the matter. It 
was only a question of business, and 
the Legislature must decide from 
that point. Hewent intoa geologi- 
cal discussion of the swamp lands in 
Eastern Carolina. 

Mr. Parish favored the reference, in 
order that all the light necessary in 
the consideration of this matter may 
be obtained. 

Mr. Shaw favored the bill. If the 
New Riyer Canal Company failed to 
com plete the contract the State would 
lose nothing.

Messrs. Editors :—Section 17, chap- 
ter 112, of Battle’s Revisal, uires 
the trustees of each township to 
make a written report to the County 
Commissioners al least ten cays be- 
fore each regular term of the Supe- 
roir Court, of the condition of the 
roads and bridges in their township. 
This section has been a dead letter 
upon the statute book for several 
years, and during the last Fall Cir- 
cuit, indictments were found against 
a numberof trustees, many of whom 
were in Wake county. Because the 
law had not been observed by the 
trustees, it was thought a good time to 
curry favor with the trustees, and 
therefore, a bill was introduced to re- 

al the section,and hurried through 

th Houses in hot haste before the 
recess. However, a ‘‘sober second 
thought”’ prevailed and the bill was 
reconsidered in the Senate. 

It is now proposed to amend the 
section in question so as to require 
the Trustees to report in writing the 
names of the overseers of their town- 
ship, when appointed, whether they 
accepted or not, length of road over 
which they were appointed, and the 
beginning and terminiof the road, 
and to pay the Trustees for making 
such report. It seems to me that 
the proposition to amend is a good 
one and ought’ to prevail. Good 
roads will add greatly to the wealth 
of the State. J/y own opinion, we'l 
dijested is that the proper system for 
keeping up onr roads is by taxation. 
It will come to this sooner or later— 
the sooner the better. The section 
which it is proposed to repeal is one 
of the best in foree, and should not 
be interfered with except to give it 
greater efficiency. WAKE.

THe numerous Radical leaders 
have lately been caucusing heavily 
in this State. They have doubtless 
been engaged in “devising ways and 
means” to revive the drooping for- 
tunes of their party in the State. 
It takes a deal of heavy cancusing, 
we imagine. 


THE Washington correspoudent of 
the New York Journal of Conimerce 
says, “The Administration seems de- 
termined to provoke some kind of a 
bloody struggle—if not in Louisiana, 
or Utah, or with Spain, then in Ar- 
kansas. The dread of coming inves- 
tigations is at the bottom of it all.” 


An honest investigation into 
Grant’s administration would de- 
velope rather too much for the good 
of both himself and his party friends, 
and hence the desire for an oppor- 
tunity to divert attention and des- 
troy some of the proofs that may 
be in existence of the rascality by 
which the Republican party has 
continued its existence. 


Tne London Times, in an abie 
editorial, ndicules the new Finance 


bill just passed in Congress : 


The last act of the United States 
Senate is of a kind to provoke the 
laughter of all moekers. That emi- 
nent body, the centre of stability and 
prop of confidence the Constitu- 
tion of the Federation, has, we learnt 
by a telegram on Wednesday morn- 
ing, passed a bill deereeing the re- 
sumption of specie payments on the 
Ist of January, 1879. The bill, we 
are informed, Was framed by a Re- 
publican caucus, and was then thrust 
through the Senate by a party vote, 
all the Republicans supporting and 
all the Democrats opposing it, and as 
it would seem no discussion having 
been attempted of its merits. The 
humor of this transaction deserves to 
be fully appreciated. It is as though 
a man who knows there is something 
faulty in his household were to enter 
into his pocket- book a resolution that 
its disorders shall be reformed some 
four years hence. Reform which does 
not begin at once is the confirmation 
and not the amendment of evil.”’ 


ANDKEW JOIINSON. 

We confess that we were not very 
greatly gratified by the election of 
ex-President Johnson to the Senate 
by the Legislature of Tennessec, 
To be quite candid, we were sorely 
disappointed. We had hoped fora 
different determination of the Sen- 
atorial struggle in that State; that 
the selection might fall upon some 
one of the worthy and capable gen- 
tlemen, who were voted for in op- 
position to him. We knew that 
Mr. Johnson had some qualities that 
specially fitted him for valuable 
work in the National councils, that 
he had pluck,ability and experience, 
combined with a minute acquain- 
tance with the routine work-in 
the several departments; but there 
were some things in his past, some 
acts of his official life which we had 
neither forgotten nor forgiven. As 
notably the hanging of Mrs. Surratt 
and his independent candidacy for 
Congressman-at-large two years 
azo, by which Gen. Cheatham the 
regular Demccratie candidate, was 
defeated and Horace Maynard, a 
malicious and malignant renegade, 
was returned to the House tep- 
resentatives to vilify and assist in 
oppressing our people. Recent de- 
velopments have somewhat molli- 
fied us. The evident anger and. 
alarm with which Mr. Johnson’s 
election is regarded by ultra Repub- 
licans and his full, frank avowal of 
faith in the principles and favor to 
the policy of the Democratic party, 
have reconciled us to his selection. 

It is pleasant, in this connection, 
to know that he will be given oppor- 
tunities to square things with the 
men, who aforetime sought to de- 
grade and disgrace him, with the 
men who were clamorous for his 
impeachment and deposal from 
office because he showed mercy to a 
people, who had been conquered 
and reduced to poverty by the re- 
sult of the war. Morton and Conk- 
ling, and Sherman and Howe will 
find, we expect, that he is not slow 
to remember past wrong and perse- 
cution, nor loth to avail himself of 
opportunities to obtain that revenge, 
which is said to be sweet to those 
who have been despitefully used. 
And Grant, too, whom he trusted 
and who betrayed him, will hardly

forter. 

After all, we do not know that it 
is not best as it is, and that the Leg- 
islature of Tennessee has done the 
country a great service by sending 
to the Senate one so able and wil- 
lin to expose and rebuke the wenk- 
ness and rottenness of an admiuts- 
tration, which is. distinguished in 
these particulars only. 


NORTII CAROLINA RECUBLI- 
CANS. 

The Republican party in North 
Carolina is unequivocally committed 
to the endorsement of Grant’s ille- 
gal and arbitrary course towards 
the people of Louisiana. The State 
Executive Committee of that party 
has been in session, in this city, 
during the past week. As the re- 
sult of its deliberatious we give be- 
low a series of resolutions, approv- 
ing the outrage, which we find in 
the National Republican, of Wed- 
nesday last. With the exception of 
the action of the Kansas Legisla- 
ture, we believe, this is the only ofli- 
cial endorsement that Grant’s infa- 
mous assault upon representative 
government and civil liberty bas re- 
ceived. Such Republicans as Wil- 
liam Cullen Bryant, William M. 
Evarts, and men of like character 
and reputation, have found in his 
conduct cause for the severest con- 
demnation ; but these latter-day 
saints, members of the bread-and- 
butter brigade, see in it statesman- 
ship deserving approval and sup- 
port. But to the resolutions: 


Whereas, the supremacy of a re- 
publican form of government and 
the perpetuity of the liberties of the 
people depend upon the due execu- 
tion of the laws; and whereas no 
higher or holier duty can devolve 
upon the Chief Executive of this na- 
tion than that of guaranteeing to the 
humblest citizen thereof all his 
rights ; therefore be it 

Resolved, That we heartily approve 
the course of President Grant and 
General Sheridan in dealing with 
the troubles in Louisiana. 

Resolved, That while we would 
deprecate any military interference 
with the civil authorities, yet when 
the laws cannot be executed and the 
courts fail to render justice, it  be- 
comes the duty of the President, un- 
der the Constitution, to use the 
Whole power of the Government to 
suppress insurrection and rebellion. 

Resolved further, That we approve 
the message of the President calling 


the attention of Congress to the situa- 


tion in Louisiana. 

These resolutions we are informed 
were adopted amid enthusiasm and 
without a dissenting voice. 

The Republican gives them pub- 
lication under the sub-heading, 
“North Carolina True Blue.” We 
respectfully suggest that a change 
of color, so that the sub-heading 
shall read, Nerth Carolina Republi- 
cans True Brack would be more 
appropriate and truthful. 

As acrowning act, the Committce 
returned thanks to the Republican 
for “its bold and intelligent treat- 
ment of political questions affecting 
the South.” Those of our readers, 
who have chanced to read this de- 
testable sheet, will agree with us that 
its “treatment of questions of politi- 
cal questions affecting the South” 
has been bold, to such a degree as 
to shock all sense of decency and 
truth, but as to the intelligence it 
has shown in that treatment, we 
think they will with us demur. The 
Iiepublican been foremost 
among those who have seemed to 
find pleasure in villifying our peo 
ple. That, however, we suppose, to 
be its chief merit in the opinion of 
the Republicans of North Carolina. 


THE MECKCENBURG CENTEN- 
NIAL. 


The Boards of Commissioners of 
the county of Mecklenburg and 
of the city of Charlotte, at a meet- 
ing held some weeks since, took the 
initiatory steps for the proper cele- 
bration of the centennial anniversa- 
ry of the Mecklenburg Declaration 
of Independence, which occurs on 
the 20th of May next. 

As a preliminary step they have 
invited the people of the State to 
sssemble with them in mass-mect- 
luz on the 4th of Febraary next for 
the consideration and adoption of 
the measures necessary to the prop- 
er celebration of this great fact in 
our earlv’ history. They desire to 
make it in all respects worthy of the 
event it is intended to commemorate; 
and to that end they ask and de- 
serve the aid of every person in the 


State who has a care for her repu- 


tation. The event is by reasons 
local in its importance, and we sin- 
cerely trust that there may be a 
large gathering of the patriotic sons 
of the State, at the meeting in Feb- 
ruary, that the effort of the people 


of the immediate locality may be | 


cordially recorded by those of citi- 
zens of every portion of the com- 
monwealth. 

Whatever of honor, or of glory, 
may be attached to the fact that, in 
advance of any body of citizens of 
any sister colony, and more than a 
year prior to any action in that be- 
half by the Continental Congress, 
the people of Mecklenburg, in pub- 
lic meeting, severed their allegiance 
to the British Crown and declared 
themselves absolutely free and inde- 


= 
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pendent of it, belongs not to them 
alone, but tv the people of the State 
as well; and therefore is it meet 
and just that the people of the State 
should unite in the celebration of 
this heroic act of their forefathers. 
It was 2 bold, brave act, eminently 
characteristic of the sturdy, honest 
and zealous people by whom it was 
done, and it sheds imperishable tus- 
tre upon the colonial history of the 
commonwealth. We do not doubt, 
with exceptions whicli it is not nec- 
essary now to mention, that this 
deed of the people of Mecklenburg 
was a reflex of the sentiment of all 
the people of the colony. We judge 
from the unanimity with which the 
pubsequent declaration, by the Con- 
tinental Congress, was endorsed and 
by the zeal and devotion which that 
endorsement was supported through 
seven long years of war with its inci- 
dent of horror and suffering. 

- Wedo not stop to discuss the 
authenticity of the declaration, 
since we no longer regard that as 


au open question. The preponder- 


ence of evidence is overwhelmingly 


in favor of its genuineness. It ts 
established by the sworn statements 
of participants and by the silent 
testimony of monuments sacred to 
the 
present on that memorable day, by 
kinsmen, who had knowledge of all 
the facts connected with the affair. 
Recent attempts to discredit it,have 
only served to confirm the skeptical 
by a revival of the testimony upon 
which it is grounded. 

That the celebration may be 
worthy of the event and of the 
State, we cordially commend the 
good work to our readers and urge 
them to give all possible encourage- 
ment and assistance to those who 
have it in charge. Be present in 
Charlotte on the 4th proximo, if 
convenient; but by all means be 
there on the 20th of May, commem- 
oration day.

It having been charged, in order 
to defeat his senatorial aspirations, 
that ex-President Johnson _ has 
sought in the past to make odious 
the ex-Confederate soldiers ; that he 
has assailed the Democratic party, 
and that he is no Democrat, the ex- 
President has replied as follows, the 
reply being published in the Nash- 
vill e (Tennessee) papers of Sunday 
last: 

‘My whole public acts demonstrate 
that I exhausted all the powers and 
prerogatives of the office of President 
in behalf of Confederate soldiers, 
and I went so far that Congress, un- 
der the influence of an extreme party 
spirit, repealed the amnesty act au- 
theriete the President to pardon 
rebels. Then I fell back to the par- 
doning power under the constitution, 
and under this power, on the 25th of 
December, 1868, I issued a proclama- 
tion of general amnesty, releasing 
and relieving all those who had 
fought against the flag. This was as- 
sailed by the Radical leaders, but the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
has within the past year, I believe, 
decided in my favor. When theim- 
peachment trial was going on my ex- 
ercise of the pardoning power was 
one of the items of inquiry by the 
committee.
